THEY WERE MURDERED. 


Evidence Tending to Show that tho Knoch 


Family, Whom- Olinrre'l Remains Wers 
Found In the ilnins ol ThoSr Burned 
Dwelling Near Detroit '.Veclnesdny, Were 
Victims of foul J'lay. 
DETROIT, ilicli., Dec. 18.—A post-mor- 


tem held yesterday noon on the remains 
of the Knoch family, whose bodies were 
found 
in

Bullets were found in the 


bodies of Frank Knoch and his wife Susan. 
In the case of the husband the ball entered 
the left temple. 
The head of tiie woman 


was too badly burned to trace the course ot 
the bullet 
Evidently 
the whole family 


were murdered 
and their house was 


then set on tire to hide traces of the awful 
crime. There is no clew to the murderers 
yet, and the result of the post mortem is 
being kept secret in tlie liopo that some- 
thing may be disclosed. 
The funeral took 


place yesterday afternoon, all four bodies 
being placed in a single cortin. 


The theory of suicide is not tenable, the 


post mortem proving that the man was shot 
first, while the woman, judging from the 
condition of the brain, could have been shot 
only a moment or two before being burned. 
The prevailing belief ia that robbery was 
tiie 
motive "for the crime. 
Two wit- 


nesses have appeared who say that Kuoch 
exhibited 81,000 the night ot the murder, 
saying he was to pay it on his land the next 
day. Knoch's discharged hired man was 
also seen in Ecorso Wednesday and ap- 
peared to have plenty of money. This is 
not the only theory, however. An uncle of 
the Knochs professes to disbelieve it.

miles. There are now being erected for 
commercial purposes, iu addition to the 
wires opeiated for the railway business, 
two heavy No. 0 wires froia Montreal to 
Winnipeg to Britisn £oif«n.mji<"!

facilities for commercial purposes are being 
provided. At present all tlie leading cities 
in Canada are connected, and iu a few weeks 
Detroit and Buffalo will be tapped. When 
the line is completed to Halifax, N. b., it 
will have an inter-oceanic system connect- 
ing at the Atlantic with the projected im- 
perial cable to Great Britain, and, an is 
pioposed. from British Columbia by cable 
to the British possessions in the iast.

THE CEMETERIES. 


The first place need for burial 


purposes was situated in the weet 
part of the ci'y, but it has IODR sines 
been abandoned, and most of the re- 
mains of its dead removed to Green- 
wood cemetery and othar places ol 
interment. 


The Greenwood cemetery company 


was incorporated in 1864, and the 
lots were laid oat tinder the direction 
of Henry Prather, to whose excellent 
taste and management ranch of its 
present comeliness and beauty is 
due. It IB situated south of town at 
the foot of Cemetery street, just with- 
in the city limits, and covers an area 
of about tatty acres of ground. The 
walks and drives are well graveled, 
and portions of the grounds are in- 
terspersed with beautiful flower plats 
and other artistic designs. 
Many 


large and costly monuments are 
erected in this tilent city, and on ev- 
ery band may be seen marks of love 
and kindness bestowed upon 
the 


graves of the departed by the thought- 
ful care of the living. 


The site is well chosen, the ground 


being high and rolling, and is, there- 
fore, at all seasons of the year, free 
from the unpleasantness 
arising 


from wet and moisture. An excel- 
lent macadamized street extends from 
the heart of the city to the cemetery. 


The Catholic cemetery is situated 


north and west of the city limits. It 
contains about ten acres of ground, 
and is kept in excellent condition as 
everything about the grounds abund- 
antly attests.

THI state revenue commission that 


has had a new system of revenue for 
the state in process of incubation, 
has at last brought forth some re- 
sults that appear tangible and'that 
will admit 01 considerarion and a fair 
discussion. 
It is proposed to do 


away with the" state board of equali- 
zation, and have instead a state board 
of assessors, consisting: of the state 
auditor and four Appointees of,the 
governor, not more than two of whom 
shall be of the same political party, 
the salary of the state assessors to 
be 12,500 p«r annum. It is provided 
that the state revenue shall be raised 
exclusively from railroad, telegraph 
telephone, insurance and axpres 
companies and elevators and tha 
this shall be in lieu of all other tax 
es. Railroads shall be taxed a cer 
tain per cent of their gross receipts 
not exceeding five; telephone compa 
Die?, a certain amount for each 
strument; telegraph companies, one 
dollar for each mile of wire, and 
, 


certain tax on each instrument, etc 
It is estimated that the state revenue 
from these sources will be about 13, 
070,000 per year, as follows: Rail- 
roads, 12,200,000; tha Illinois Cen- 
tral, $380,000; telegraph companies, 
$50,000; insurance companies, §260,- 
000; elevators, |100,000; express com- 
panies, $20,000: telephone companies. 
160,000 
Should this scheme be 


adopted by the legislature, there wil! 
be no farther need for an equaliza- 
tion of the assessment of property by 
counties. The detaiis of the pro- 
posed measure have not reached us, 
but the general plan is similar to 
that of the Pennsylvania system.
